DEMAND SEPARATE SCHOOLS. 


THE NEW PRIME MINISTER AP­ 
PEALS TO THE PEOPLE. 


The Responsibility of Forming a New 
Ministry Accepted With Conditions 
— General Election Will Be Held 
— France Honors Carnot’s Memory 
By Anniversary Services. 


London, Ju n e 25.—T he M arquis of Sal­ 
isbury has definitely accepted th e re­ 
sponsibility of form ing1 a new m inistry 
and the various 
C onservative agents 
throughout the kingdom have received 
official notice to prepare for an im m e­ 
diate dissolution of P arliam ent. 
The 
elections will probably be fixed for the 
last week of Ju ly or the first p a rt of 
A ugust. The M arquis of Salisbury con­ 
ferred w ith the R t. Hon. A. J. B alfour, 
the C onservative leader in the House of 
Commons, the Duke of Devonshire, the 
'U nionist leader in the House of Lords, 
an d w ith the R t. Hon. Joseph Cham ber­ 
lain, the U nionist leader in the House 
of Commons, a t his house in London. 
A fter the conference, a t 1:30 p. rn., Lord 
Salisbury took the traftn for W indsor, 
w here he had an audience w ith the 
queen, who form ally tendered him the 
prem iership. It is understood Lord Sal­ 
isbury accepted. 
At a m eeting of M cCarthy!tes it w as 
decided to appeal to the Irish people a t 
home and abroad for funds for the elec­ 
tion. 
The Times, the P ost and th e D aily 
New s agree th a t Lord Salisbury’s ac­ 
ceptance of the task of form ing a m in­ 
istry is conditional on the G ladstonians 
not opposing votes of supply and an 
early dissolution. 
The Tim es an d the 
D aily News fu rth er believe such assu r­ 
ance has been given. 
Mr. G ladstone 
•dined w ith Lord Rosebery, the retiring 
prem ier, last evening.

cortege w ere President F aure, M. Chal- 
lem el-Lacour, President of th e French 
Senate, and M. Brisson, P resident of the 
F rench Cham ber of D eputies, followed 
by the C abinet M inisters, A m bassadors, 
S enators and D eputies. 
The cortege 
arriv ed a t the tom b a t 10:15. 
M. F au re in depositing a crow n on 
th e tom b said: "In the nam e of the 
republic, on the day on which is re­ 
new ed the m ourning of the country, I 
lay this ct*own upon the tom b of Presi­ 
dent C arnot.’’ 
The religious cerem ony 
took place in the church of L a M ade­ 
leine a t ll o’clock. 
I t w as noticed a t the anniversary ser­ 
vices th a t President F au re looked sad­ 
dened and w eary. 
The services a t the 
M adeleine w ere attended by Mme. C ar­ 
not and fam ily, the diplom atic corps, 
M inisters, Deputies, Senators, and also 
by literary m en and artists, including 
P uvis de C havannes, 
B artholdi, 
Am- 
braise Thom as, M. Claretie, Prince Ro­ 
land B onaparte, and M. and Mme. Casi- 
m lr-Perier.

Cheyennes Raid rn Ranch In Oklahoma 
and Burn Some of the Outbuildings. 
H ennessy, Ok., Ju n e 25.—A report 
reached here yesterday of a raid m ade 
on M artin’s ranch, sixty-five miles w est 
of Dover, by a band of tw enty arm ed 
Cheyenne Indians. 
Since the shooting 
of a m em ber of th a t tribe last W ednes­ 
day trouble has been expected, and the 
cattlem en have been prepared. 
The 
only dam age done yesterday w as the 
burning of a few outbuildings and the 
stam peding of a sm all bunch of M artin’s 
cattle. Settlers along the N orth C ana­ 
dian river are becom ing alarm ed, and 
some are leaving their claim s, fearing a 
general outbreak. 
F o rt C antonet, the 
n earest m ilitary post, has only a squad 
of ten soldiers, and in the event of a gen­ 
eral outbreak would be unable to cope 
w ith the Indians. It is understood the 
com m anding officer a t C antonet has 
called for help. There are over 300 In ­ 
dians on the reservation. 


Omaha Commistion House Assigns At 
Lincoln, Nebraska—Assets and Ll* 
abilities Equal Each Other In a 
Failure at Cincinnati—Omaha Firm 
Will Pay Up In Full. 


L incoln Neb., June 25.—The Lincoln 
branch of the O m aha comm ission house 
of D uncan, H ollinger & Co. has closed 
down. J. T. D uncan cam e down from 
O m aha Sunday upon inform ation lead­ 
ing him to believe th a t everything w as 
not right, and upon looking over the 
books found the local m anager, W. G. 
Beach, had allowed him self to get be­ 
hind in his accounts. He secured a w rit­ 
ten statem en t from Beach to the effect 
th a t he had largely overdraw n and used 
the money in speculation on his ac­ 
count, losing heavily, while he allowed 
patrons to also overdraw heavily. 
Mr. 
D uncan says Beach has used several 
thousand dollars of the firm’s money 
and th a t his own and p atro n s’ shortage 
will reach nearly $20,000. 
Mr. Beach 
says he is being m ade a scapegoat of. 
H e has not been arrested. It is doubt­ 
fu l if the office reopens. 
O m aha, Neb., June 25.—~ uncan, hot- 
llnger & Co.’s office here w as closed yes­ 
terday. The bookkeeper is checking up 
accounts In the O m aha office and an ­ 
nounces th a t business will soon be re­ 
sum ed and th a t the firm expects to be 
able to pay its liabilities in full.

An old negro m an charged 
John Frye, Jam es W hitesides, Gus R af- 
feo, and F ra n k Straley w ith the a r­ 
son, w hereupon the four men b eat him 
into insensibility and threatened 
to 
hang him. 
All these parties were a t 
once arrested except Frye, who escaped 
to his home. 
He w as arrested there a t 
2 o’clock in the m orning. He w as m arch­ 
ing to the parish Jail w hen tw enty-five 
men appeared, leveled their pistols a t 
Policem an Goodlet, and dem anded his 
prisoner.

Rebels. 
New York, June 25.—A special from 
Boston saVs: "The steam er Breidablik, 
which has arrived from Sam a, Cuba, 
confirms the story of the m assacre of 
Spanish soldiers. 
A t Sam a several of 
the Spaniards were killed and q uar­ 
tered and nailed to trees near the 
beach and others were taken prisoners. 
Since th a t m assacre a large Spanish 
arm y, w ith headquarters a t G ibrara, 
some fifteen miles d istan t, is engaged 
in fighting the rebels In the vicinity of 
B arclay, about ten miles inland from 
Sam a. 
A regim ent of soldiers is sta ­ 
tioned a t Sam a and every vessel th at 
enters the harbor is now placed under 
the care of the Spanish soldiers. Four 
of these soldiers occupied the deck of 
the B reidablik during her stay in th at 
p ort and w atched every visitor who 
cam e aboard the ship. 
The cargo also 
w as w atched while it w as being shipped 
and care w as taken th a t nobody came 
aw ay on the vessel who did not belong 
on her. 
T his is the first tim e th a t 
soldiers 
have been stationed on the 
Breidablik. The vessel w as thoroughly 
searched on her arriv al and every ves­ 
sel th a t enters the harbor from this 
out will be treated in the sam e w ay.’* 
A special from Gainesville, Fla., says 
F. R. A nderfer has ju st received a let­ 
ter from Maj. H an n a of the Sixth regi­ 
m ent, Cuban volunteers. Among other 
things H anna says: 
"W e have ju st 
finished a very successful expedition 
ag ain st the Spanish. 
Col. Roderiguez 
received orders from Gen. Gomez on 
the 14th to sta rt for M anati, where a 
battalion of Spanish soldiers w as sta ­ 
tioned. 
So a t I a. rn. on the 15th we 
started on our mission. Our m arch w as 
a forced one, as we had to move quick­ 
ly to surprise the enemy. A t m idnight 
of the 16th our scouts reported M anati 
a mile to the front. So, after two hours’ 
rest, we received the comm and ‘F o r­ 
w ard, m arch,’ and our work had com­ 
menced. Col. Roderiguez detailed com­ 
panies A and B, and, 
placing them 
under m y com m and, ordered 
me to 
m ake a detour and attack the enemy 
from the north to draw their attention 
while he w ith the rn ain body of troops 
attacked from the rear. 
The attack 
w as started a t 4 a. rn. I commenced my 
attack by driving in their pickets and 
surprising them 
completely, for they 
had not expected any insurgents w ithin 
m iles of them . 
Their com m ander im­ 
m ediately form ed them to receive us, 
but by this tim e my two com panies had 
reached the shelter of some buildings 
and were pouring a deadly fire Into 
th eir ran k s from our W inchesters. Ju st 
then our m ain force came up and a t­ 
tacked them in the rear, sending a dis­ 
astro u s fire am ong them , which w as re­ 
peated again and again until the Span­ 
iards, finding them selves betw een two 
fires, broke and fled after firing one 
volley, some of them flinging aw ay 
their guns in their haste to escape. 
T heir com m ander was a brave m an and 
sought to stay them , strik in g down two 
of them w ith his sword, but it w as ta 
vain. 
So, finding him self deserted by 
his men, he surrendered to Col. Roderi­ 
guez. Our m en pursued the Spaniards 
and succeeded in taking 250 prisoners. 
O ur loss is fifty-tw o killed and wounded 
and the Spanish loss is estim ated at 
139. W e captured 50,000 rounds of am ­ 
m unition and about 400 rifles. O ur dis­ 
tinguished prisoner reports him self as 
Col. Sanchez and his com m and as the 
N inth battalion of Spain. From one of 
the prisoners I learn th at they have 
lost 145 men from yellow fever alone. 
W e are now busy burying the dead and 
caring for the wounded of both sides. 
I received a scalp wound.” 
A special from H avana, Cuba, says: 
“According to official inform ation re­ 
ceived here tw enty-tw o of the enemy 
have been killed in an encounter w ith 
rebel bands near Cienfuegos. 
Capt.- 
Gen. M artinez de Campos arrived this 
m orning a t 3 o’clock from Cienfuegos. 
A t Quivlcan, near H avana, the insur­ 
gents have raised a sm all band of men. 
It is reported from Remedios, province 
of S anta C lara, th a t the Insurgent lead­ 
er Zayas has been killed."

Mr. M cCreary said his experience w ith 
the English m em bers of the conference 
gives him assurance th a t the advent of 
the Salisbury m inistry will be in the 
Interest of bim etallism , as Lord Salis­ 
bury, Mr. Balfour, and others are m ore 
favirable th an Rosebery and his asso­ 
ciates were for such a conference.

a t which time the oil contract expires, 
th e report of the special committee

John W . Cole’s Complicated Testam ent 
Left the Income of His Property To 
His Family After Which the $80,000 
W as To Goto The City of W ater­ 
town. 


Arguments were made in a peculiar 
case in the circuit court yesterday af­ 
ternoon and upon Judge B ennett’s de­ 
cision, $80,000 is hanging. 
When John W. Cole, one of the first 
settlers of W atertown died in Febru­ 
ary, 1894, he left a will providing for 
the disposition of about $80,000 worth 
of property, mostly real estate. 
This 
was only about a third of w hat he 
was generally considered w orth, the 
balance having previously been dis­ 
posed of. 
In his will Mr. Cole virtu­ 
ally bequeathed this $80,000 w orth of 
property to the city of W atertown but 
it was placed in the hand of three 
trustees named by the testator, to be 
held in tru st by them for the benefit 
of his wife, Eliza C. Cole, and his son, 
Oscar A. Cole, during their natural 
lives, and a t the death of both of them 
the city then to gain possession of the 
same. 
The will, however, Is an ex­ 
tremely odd and complicated one, con­ 
taining many conflicting parte, and its 
mysteries have baffled the best legal 
talent, some even having declared it 
to be invalid. 
If the la tte r be true, 
the city would of course lose its inter­ 
est in the will and the property be di­ 
vided among the law ful heirs. In view

'S IS T E R S O F CHARITY*'

S U N D A Y 'S S U B J E C T . 


A Companion Sermon to “Woman's Op­ 
portunities"—Be a Grace Barling, g 
, marie Antoinette, a dpan of 4 rc^ -to 
tim. New Woman. ^ ^ 
“ 
EATRICE, 
n e b ., 
June 23, 1895. — In 
his sermon for to­ 
day, Rev. Dr. Tal­ 
mage, who is now 
on his summer west­ 
ern tour, has chosen 
a subject th at m ust 
awaken 
the sym­ 
pathies of all lovers 
of humanity, viz.: 
“Sisters of 
Chari­ 
ty.” The text select­ 
ed was: Acts 9: 36: “This woman was 
full of good works and almsdeeds which 
she did." 
Starting now where I left off last Sab­ 
bath in reciting woman’s opportunities, 
I have to say that woman “has the spe­ 
cial and superlative right of blessing 
and comforting the sick. W hat land, 
w hat street, w hat house, has not felt 
the sm itings of disease? Tens of thou­ 
sands of sickbeds! W hat shall we do 
with them? Shall man, with his rough 
hand and heavy foot, and im patient 
bearing, m inister? 
No. 
He cannot 
soothe the pain. He cannot quiet the 
nerves. He knows not where to set the 
light. His hand is not steady enough 
to pour out the drops. He is not wake­ 
ful enough to be a watcher. The Lord 
God sent Miss Dix into the Virginia 
hospitals, and the Maid of Saragossa to 
appease the wounds of the battle-field, 
has equipped wife, mother, and daugh­ 
ter for this delicate 
but tremendous 
mission. You have known men who 
have despised woman, but the moment 
disease fell upon them they did not 
send for their friends at the bank, or 
their partner in business, or their world­ 
ly associates; their first cry was: “Take 
me to my wife." The dissipated young 
man at the college scoffs at the idea of 
being under home influences; but a t the 
first blast of the typhoid fever on his 
cheek he says: “W here is mother?" 
W alter Scott wrote partly in satire and 
partly in compliment when he said: 
“O woman, in our hour of ease, 
Uncertain, coy, and hard to please; 
When pain and anguish wring the brow, 
A ministering angel thou." 
I think the most pathetic passage in 
all the Bible is the description of the 
lad who went out to the harvest-field of 
Shunem and got sunstruck—throwing 
his hands on his temples and crying out.: 
“O, my head! my head!" and they said: 
“Carry him to his mother.” And then 
the record is: “He sat on her knees till 
noon, and then died." It is an awful 
thing to be ill aw ay from home in a 
strange hotel, once in a while men com­ 
ing to look a t you, holding their hand 
over their mouth for fear that they will 
catch the contagion. How roughly they 
turn you in bed! How loudly they talk! 
How you long for the m inistries of 
home! 
I knew one such who went 
away from one of the brightest of homes 
for several weeks’ business absence at 
the West. A telegram came at mid­ 
night th at he was on his death-bed, far 
away from home. By express train the 
wife and daughters went westward; but 
they went too late. He feared not to 
die; but he was in an agony to live un­ 
til his fam ily got there. 
He tried to 
bribe the doctor to make him live a little 
while longer. He said: “I am willing to 
die, but not alone.” But the pulse flut­ 
tered, the eyes closed, and the heart 
stopped. The express trains met in the 
midnight; wife and daughters going 
w estw ard—lifeless remains of husband 
and father coming eastw ard. O, it w*3 
a sad, pitiful, overwhelming spectacle 
When we are sick we w ant to be sick 
a t home. When the time comes for us 
to die we w ant to die at home. The 
room may be very humble, and the 
faces th at look into ours may be very- 
plain, but who cares for that? Loving 
hands to bathe the temples. 
Loving 
voices to speak good cheer. 
Loving 
lips to read the comforting promises of 
Jesus. 
In our last dreadful w ar men cast the 
cannon; men fashioned the musketry 
men cried 
to 
the hosts, “Forward, 
march!” men hurled their battalions on 
the sharp edges of the enemy, crying: 
“Charge! charge!” but woman scraped 
the lint; woman adm inistered the cor­ 
dials; woman watched 
by the dying 
couch; woman wrote the last message 
to the home circle; woman wept at the 
solitary burial attended by herself and 
four men with a spade. We greeted the 
general home with 
brass bands and 
trium phal arches, and wild huzzas; but 
the story is too good to be w ritten any­ 
where, save in the chronicles of heaven, 
of Mrs. Brady, who came down among 
the sick in the swamps of the Chicka 
hominy; of Annie Ross, in the eooper- 
shop hospital; 
of M argaret 
Breckin­ 
ridge, who came to men who had been 
for weeks with their wounds undressed 
—some of them frozen to the ground; 
and when she turned them over, those 
that had an arm left, waved it and filled 
the air with their “hurrah!”—of Mrs. 
Hodge, who came from Chicago with 
blankets and with pillows, until the 
men shouted: “Three cheers for tho
